WASHINGTON, 
March 
12.—Senor 
Luis Polo De Bernabe, the new 
Spanish 
minister, 
who 
succeeds 
Senor Dupuy De Lome as the repre- 
sentative of Spain at this capital, 
was formally presented to President 
McKinley at 11 o'clock today. About 
10 :;}0 o'clock the minister, accom- 
panied by Mr. DuBosc, the charge d' 
affaires, the two secretaries of the 
legation and the war and naval sec- 
retaries, attired in full court dress 
and resplendent in gold lace, called 
at the state department where they 
were received by Secretary Sher- 
man, who soon afterwards escorted 
the party to the white house. 


The reception took j)lace in the 
blue parlor, the same room in which 
Prince Albert was I'oceived yester- 
day. 
It presented a very beautiful 
appearance, • the decorations which 
had been arranged to the Belgian 
prince last night having been al- 
lowed to remain, The introductions 
to the president were by Secretary 
Sherman. 
The exchange of greet- 
ings were most cordial and occupied 
about twenty minutes. 
In addition 
to the president 
and the Span- 
ish minister and his party the only 
persons present were former Vice 
President Levi P. Morton and Col. 
Ingham, the military attache to the 
president. 
The ceremony was such 
as usual on such occasions 
and 
passed oft" without incident. 


MIXISTKR liRRNAr.K's ADDRESS. 


The Spanish minister being pre- 
sented, said: 


"MR. 
PRESIDKNT — I have 
the 
honor to present to your excellency 
the credential letters which accredit 
me in the capacity of envoj' extra- 
ordinary and minister plenipoten- 
tiary of his majesty, the King of 
Spain, in the United States of Amer- 
ica. 
The principle object of my 
honora])Ie mission is to endeavor, 
so far as possible, to maintain and 
draw closer between our two coun- 
tries the most friendly relations. In 
order to attain this end, so much 
in harmony with my own personal 
feelings, I am ready to omit no 
effort whatsoever on my jjart, and I 
doul)t not I shall succeed if, as I 
hope, I shall be fortunate in gaining 
the benevolence of your excellency 
and your effective co-operation.

Hundreds of workmen are 
being added to the usual force to 
rush the work of preparing the 
Charleston, Philadelphia, Hartford, 
Pensacola and Adams for service. 
The Yorktown is awaiting repairs, 
but no orders have been received 
from the navy departmer^t regard- 
ing the work to be done on her. 
The Charleston and Philadelphia 
liave been ordered completed at once 
and it is chieily on this account that 
so many extra employes have been 
added to the pay roll, though the 
other departments at the yard are 
also swelling their working lists. 
On Thursday the construction de- 
partment sent in requisitions for 
150 extra men and today asked for 
200 more. The regular work of the 
yard is. proceeding as usual

night and day shifts will be em- 
ployed on the Charleston and Phila- 
delphia. 


The yard is amply prepared to 
turn out fast work, new machinery 
having jiist been pjit in and more is 
under course of construction, which, 
when completed, will double the 
capacity of the shops.

boring and tubing mill ,is nearing 
completion and a hydraulic riveting 
machine will soon be in operation. 
The only trouble likely to be ex- 
perienced in case of emergency is 
the securing of a sufficient force of 
workmen.

PACIFIC COAST DEFENSE. 


It Will be Strengthened by the Battleship

WASHINGTON, March 12.—In mak-

WASHINGTON, March 12.—The war 
department today promulgated its 
order changing the departments of 
the gulf and of the lakes and abol- 
ishing the departments of the Mis- 
souri and of the west. 
The depart- 
ment of the east will embrace the 
states on the Atlantic coast to and 
including North Carolina; the de- 
partment of the lakes will include 
Wisconsin, Michigan, Illinois, Indi- 
ana, Ohio, Kentucky and Tennessee, 
with headquarters at Chicago, and 
the dejlartment of the gulf will 
comprise the states of South Caro- 
lina ; Georgia, Florida, Alabama, 
Mississippi and Texas, with head- 
quarters at Atlanta. 
Major General 
John N. Brooke will command the 
department of the lakes, and Brig- 
adier General William M. Graham 
the department of the gulf. 


The war department is making 
every effort to execute the changes 
in the great military departments, 
announced in the order to which 
reference 
was 
made 
yesterday. 
The important change made by the 
order was the creation of the new 
department of the gulf by the com- 
bination of the old department of 
Texas with the Southern portion 
of the department 
of the 
east. 
The 
other changes made 
were 
in the direction of rectifying the 
lines of the central western depart- 
ments so as to make them more 
sy metrical and easily accessible in 
all portions from their- respective 
central headquarters. 
For this rea- 
son the state of Ohio for many years 
attached to the department of the 
east, has been thrown into the de- 
partment of the Missouri, which 
now rejoices in the new name of 
the department 
of 
the 
lakes,

Wayne Crowd. 


The Hoosier Pugilist Pronounced a Marvel 


- J . J. Bates Hypnotized in Quick 


Time—Other 
Events. 


Fort Wayne 
admirers of

"Manly art" so greatly popularized 
by his lordship of Queensbury, were 
given the opportunity last night to 
study art as it is exemplified by one 
of its latest and most scientific expo- 
nents. 


Kid McCoy, a Hoosier product, 
and, therefore, a top-notcher, made 
his first appearance in Fort Wayne 
last night at the athletic exhibition 
given under the auspices of the Fort 
Wayne Athletic club at Princess 
rink. 
Seven hundred men, well 
sprinkled with distinguished citi- 
zens, were grouped about the roped 
arena and enjoyed to the full the 
best boxing entertainment that Fort 
Wayne has seen for a long time. 


The chief ^^rest centered in 
McCoy, who is now declared to he 
the champion heavy weight of the 
world, because Fitzsimttions has de- 
faulted McCoy's challenge. 
No one 
was disappointed by McCoy's show- 


is coming right along. 
Payne is a 
more skillful boxer and a far better 
tacticiad than Yates, but the Fort 
Wayne boy held his own well and 
landed effectively in every round. 
In the fourth round 
he 
singed 
Payne's jugular with a hot one that 
sent the Cleveland boy 
a trifle 
groggy for a moment. 
The contest 
was for five rounds and was award- 
ed to Payne on points. 


The next milling was done by 
"Kid" Ryan, ot Fort Wayne, and 
"Kid" Broad, another 
Cleveland 
boy in McCoy's aggregation. 
It 
was the best contest of the night 
and for five rounds the two little 
fellows mixed it up lively. 
Ryan 
weighed 137 and Broad 123. 
It.was 
Ryan's fight until the fifth round, 
when the other "kid" evened up 
things by a fast and furious two 
minutes in which he landed effect- 
ively in rapid succession. 
The con- 
test was declared a draw and the de- 
cision was satisfactory. 


At 10 :20 the star event began in 
a contest between McCoy and James 
J. Bates, of Chicago, a pugilist of 
some note who is now with the ver- 
iscope company in this city. Mc- 
Coy was given an ovation as he en- 
tered the ring. The conditions were 
that Bates stand before the champion 
four rounds. 
Bates is about Mc- 
Coy's weight, but stockily built and 
exceedingly deficient in reach as 
compared with McCoy. 
As soon 
as the men entered upon their work, 
Bates began the only tactics that 
gave him a chance and clinched half 
a dozen times in the first minute. 
In a mix up McCoy sent Bates down 
with a hard jab in the face and the 
Chicago man stayed down the full 
count. 
As soon as he was up Mc- 
Coy cut out the work in liveliest 
fashion and landing a hard left hook 
on Bates' jaw, sent him down and 
out. The time of the bout was two 
minutes and thirty-two seconds. 


Verne Hardenbrook, of Walker- 
ton, champion heavyweight of Indi- 
ana, was McCoy's next adversary in 
a four round exhibition for points. 
McCoy remained in the ring when 
Bates retired. 
Hardenbrook 
is 
heavy and strong, and has some 
skill, but was totally outclassed by 
McCoy's shiftiness and science. 
In 
the first round McCoy demonstrated 
how easily and quickly he could 
have disposed of the Walkerton boy 
by landing on him when and where 
he liked. 
Hardenbrook acquired a 
little more confidence and generated 
a little more steam in the second 
tod third rounds and made a better 
showing, but at no time endanger- 
ing McCoy, though he made some 
vicious swings that were either wild 
or were stopped by that ever-ready 
reach of the champion. 


In the fourth round Hardenbrook 
started in with good intentions and 
for his pains was given a warm 
time. 
In the last half of the round 
Hardenbrook did little but clinch or

William Stark 
Kosecrans 
was 
born in Kingston, Delaware county, 
Ohio, 
September 
G, 1819. 
His 
p;irents were of old Dutch 
stock. 
He was reared on a farm and edu- 
cated at the public schools. 
He 
clerked in a store, and in IS.'iT ap- 
plied to the secretary of war for ap- 
])0intment to the West Point 
mili- 
tary academy. 
He was 
appointed 
and graduated in 1842. 
He entered 
the engineering 
corps as second 
lieutenant and reported for duty at 
Fortress ]Monroe. 
In 184^ he went 
to West Point as assistant professor 
in 
the 
engineering 
department. 
Lieutenant Kosecrans resigned in 
Api-il, 1854, and went to Cincinnati 
to engage in the coal mining busi- 
ness. 


L.At the beginning of the war Gen- 
eral Kosecrans was a private 
citi- 
zen. 
When it became evident that 
military oi)erations must 
become 
necessary to crush the rebellion, he 
offered his services to General Den- 
nison, of Ohio, and he wiis requested 
TO act as engineer. 
He went 
to 
Washington later, and was given 
the position of chief engineer of 
Ohio, with the rank of colonel. 
He 
was commissioned colonel of 
the 
Twenty-third Ohio regiment later, 
and entered the field and 
within 
three days was commissioned brig- 
adier general. 
He took the field in 
West Virginia at once. 
His first 
important action was at Rich Moun- 
tain, which he won. 


General Kosecrans succeeded Gen- 
eral McClellan in the department of 
Ohio. 
He had command of 
the 
national forces and defeated Gen. 
Jolm B. Fk)yd at Carnifax Ferry, 
September 10, 1801, thwarting Lee's 
attempt to get a footing in western 
Virginia. 
He participated in the 
battle of Corinth, and afterward 
took command of the Army ot the 
Mississippi. 
He 
defeated 
Gen. 
Sterling Price and pursued him for 
forty miles. 
He was made com- 
mander of the department of the 
Cumberland, 
which 
position 
he 
held from October 27, 1862, to Oc- 
tober li), 18(53. He commanded in 
the battle about Murfreesboro, one 
of the bloodiest and most decisive of 
the war. 
He drove Bragg out of 
middle Tennessee in fifteen days. 
Rosecrans commanded at the great 
battle around Chattanooga and held 
Chattanooga, the objective point. 
The battle was a victory for the 
Confederates. 
General Rosecrans 
was relieved in October, 1864, and 
was assigned to the department of 
Missouri. 


He was mustered out of the vol- 
unteer service in Jauuary, 1866, and 
resigned from the army in March, 
1867. 
He had been breveted major- 
general. 
He was appointed minis- 
ter to Mexico in Jiily, 1868, and held 


the ofiioe until Jone, 
1860. 
He 
mined in Mexico and i]ianafa<^red 
powder in San Francisco, - He was 
elected to cong«^. frqta ¡C^iforQij^ 
in 1881 and servj^;i;fouä|jf5r^4ifP. 'riè 
then settled on ai!tttncli rtkear Bedon- 
do, Los Angeles 'county^ Californias 
and spent the last y e ^ i ! of îliè' lifb 
quietly.

Kuhns, the noted desperado, whose ; of a lion, as h is d(\si)8rate battle 
desperate battle with Officers .lohn 
Kennelly and Tom Wilkinson, 
at 
Churubusco, several miles from Fort 
Wayne, at the time of his capture, 
your readers remember so well. 


They were h'.poken to me as I 
talked to the convicted 
murderer 
through barred windows 
at 
the 
Ohio ijenitentiary in this city, and 
as he gave utterance to them his 
countenance and his manner indi- 
cated that he believed wliat he was 
saying. 


As I looked at him in his prison 
confinement, I could hardly realize 
that it was over seven years ago that 
the papers teemed with the stories 
of his deeds and his battles 
with 
the officers, is that he was the same 
Marvin Kuhns 
to 
whom 1 had 
talked in the jail at Fort Wayne on 
the morning after his arrest, and at 
Tiffin, (^hio, ii few months after- 
w^ard, during his trial in the court 
of common pleas of that county, for 
he has changed greatly in his per- 
sonal appearance, and is no longer 
the tough desperado that he looked 
to be then. 


His seven years of prison life, 
with the regular habits and work 
which it imposes, has taken 
the 
rough lines out of his face, reduced 
his weight from 185 to IHO pounds 
of solid flesh, and now, at thirty- 
one years of age, he is reallj'- a hand- 
some and refined looking fellow, en- 
joying the best of health and suffer- 
ing hardly any from the 
three 
severe bullet wounds w^hich the 
officers inflicted on him at the time 
of his capture. 


He had been arrested, your read- 
ers will recall, for the murder of 
William Campau, a horse dealer, 
w^hose body was found near the rail- 
road tracks at Fostoria, Ohio. 
He 
had testified at the coroner's inquest 
held a day after the murder and 
then suddenly disappeared.

He still has two of the leaden 
balls in his body. 
The one in the 
breast, he said, does not ])aiu him at 
all. 
He however, suffers some from 
the ono which was lodged just be- 
low the ribs. 
The bullet which 
went into his thigh has been taken 
out. 


When 1 introduced mj'self to liini 
he remembered me and talked in a 
pleasant manner thi-ough the barred 
window for half an hour about his 
prison life, his hopes of a pardon 
and other topics. He inquired about 
Dr. 
Dinnen, 
who 
dressed 
his 
wounds, and Officers Kennelly and 
Wilkinson. 
He had heard 
that 
Kennelly had died a .year or so ago, 
\ and expressed himself as being glad 
when I told him that the ex-police 
man was alive and in good health 
and residing in Fort W^ayne, where 
he is engaged in railroading. 


Kuhns does not talk or act as if he 
was guilty of the crime for which 
he is now undergoing imi)risonment. 
In fact he strongly maintains his 
innocence and contends that it was 
public .sentiment at the time and an 
unfortunate chain of circumstantial 


picion pointed toward him as the 
slayer of Campau and officers were 
immediately put in search of him. 
It was learned shortly afterward 
that he was headed towards his old 
home in Noble county. Ind., and the 
sheriff at Fort Wayno was notified 
to be on the lookout tor him. 
One 
Saturday night the news came to 
Sheriff Viberg, of your city, that 
K!uhns was at Churubusco. 
Police- 
man Kennelly and Deputy Sheriff' 
Wilkinson were sent to that town. 
They found Kuhns, armed to the 
teeth, and with a companion, on the 
streets of Churubusco, and at once a 
desperate battle ensued, in which 
Officer Kennelly was shot and three 
bullets put into the body of Kuhns. 
Seriously wounded as he was, Kuhns 
escaped but was caught a few hours 
afterward by Sheriff" Viberg in a 
farm house a few miles away, where 
he had sought lodging. 
He was 
taken to the jail at Fort Wayne and 
afterwards to Tiffin, Ohio, where he 
was tried for the murder of Cam- 
pau, convicted, and sentenced to the 
Ohio penitentiary for life. 


Kuhns before that time had led a 
checkered career. 
He was a horse 
dealer and a horse thief, and tinie 
and again had evaded arrest and 
even escaped from the officers after 
he htid been arrested. 
On one òc- 


evidence that led to his conviction. 
He says that his Liw^yer, Col. N. L. 
Brewer, of Tiffin, Ohio, has collected 
considerable new evidence showing 
his innocence and he expects the 
board of managers to give him a 
Ijardon. 


If released, he says, he will lead a 
different and a better life and bend 
all his eff'orts towards earning an 
honest living. 
He has spent his 
best years behind prison walls and 
is now anxious to get out into the 
busy world and win the success 
which would have been his had he 
bent his efforts and his talents in 
some legitimate calling instead of 
giving them to the soul of a career 
which led him to the confinement 
which he is now enduring. 
He is a 
bright, intelligent, energetic, well 
meaning fellow and it may be, if re- 
leasedi that be will do as he says— 
lead a life that will not get him into 
trouble again,

ceived a great 
respect and admiration 
for our man-o'-war's men. 
It is true 
that we have ignored his existence for 
some time, but today we are ready to 
prove that he is the bosc afloat. 


As a matter of fact, the American 
bluejacket is noted the world over for 
his intelligence and physical superiori- 
ty. 
He is the best in the business. But 
it i.s not because he has been encouraged 
to attain excellence or because the voca- 
tion has been made a profitable or pleas- 
ant one. On the contrary, he is the best 
in spite of conditions rather than be- 
cause of then,. 


Lite on board an American man-of- 
war is not an ideal existence. 
It may 
not be any W()rse than life on the iight- 
ing ships of any foreign nation, but it 
is certainly no bettor. 
"\Ve have spent 
many millions in now ships and new 
guns, we have paid big bonus:es for the 
addition of an extra quarter (if a knot an 
hour on oui cruisers' speed, and wo 
have paid the highest prices for arniur 
plate simply 
because we wanted the 
best, but our bluejackets are paid the 
samo old starvation wages and fed in 
the samo niggardly manner, 
bailors 
complain thas the merclfrnt service is 
bad enough nowada}-^, but they jirefer 
it to the nav\-. 
The term of enlistment 
in the uavy is three years, and at the 
end of that period the best men refuse 
to re-enlist. 


An able seaman receives 
a month, 
nn ordinary seaman if 19, a landsman 
$10. 
First class firemen receive 
a 
month, a second class ih-eman receives 
a carpenter 
and a coal heaver 


But the i-ailor.?, who work the .ship, 
fight the guns and have the heaviest 
%vork on their hands, receive the snjall- 
est pay. 
They are outclassed by men 
who have learned other trades. 
On the 
old wooden ships the carpenter and his 
assistants W(;ro important 
personages, 
tío on the ne\v iron ships the machinists 
stand at the Jjea<] of the list. 
The mobt 
important piitty officer in the navy is 
the chief boatswain's mate, who sui)er- 
inteuds the work of the .sailors. He gets 
§o5 a month, but the black.smiths and 
boiler makers draw the regal salary of 
^UU a month. 
Then there are the cap- 
tains of the tops, who were formerly 
ferecastlo aucocrats. On a modern man- 
of-war these petty officers are paid .$."0 
a month, while the painter's and car- 
penter's mates get $40. 


The bluejacket's day begins early in 
the morning and ends early in the even- 
ing. 
Ho dot s a lot of work every day, 
but it is so .systematized that he is still 
left plenty or time to rest, write letters 
and darn his stockings. 
At ¿3:29 a big 
warship shows few evidences of life. A 
solitary offico-r is pacing the bridge, and 
below on the deck a single sailor and a 
marine eentry aro to be seen. 
As the 
half hour is reached the officer speaks a 
single word to the sailor, who promptly 
strikes three notes on the ship's bell. 
Then Jack wakes up. He tumbles out 
of his hammock, trices it up against the 
rail and comes shufiling up the iron

Btairs to the deck. 
Five minutes later 
he is busy with the holystone and brush, 
for he begins his day by washing down 
the decks and making them as immacu- 
late as a chef's carving table. 
' 
When the weather is tropical, this is 
not at all a disagreeable job, but on 
raw March mo:nings, just as on a hot 
July day. Jack rolls up the bottoms of 
bis 
trousers and paddles 
barefooted 
about the deck in the track of the hiss- 
ing hose. 
The deck, which a few ino- 
njents before was almost deserted, now 
swarms with life and activity. 
Two or 
three hundred 
sailors rushing about 
with brooms, brushes, pails and nozzles 
give a good deal of life to the scene. 
They also make a good deal of noise, 
but through it all the oflBicers sleep un- 
disturbed, and for at least two hours 
after. They are used to that sort of thing. 


After the ship has been tidied comes 
breakfast In the days of old Jack used 
to takeiH^s salt horse or pork and beani 
<mt cf metal dishes while eauattine oa 


a tarpaulin spread on the deck. Now, 
however, he has such luxuries as a bare 
pine table and porcelain dishes. The 
ship's crew is divided into'messes of 20 
or 25 men each, and the men who 
"mess together" are those who eat at 
tho same table. 
There is much fellow- 
feLip among 
messmates. 
Each 
mess 
elects its cook from among its member.«?! 
If the cook does not suit, then another 
one is elected until finally the mess is 
satisfied. 
The cook receives a few dol- 
lars extra each month for his services. 


Each mess also has its caterer who 
buys the extra.s. 
As Jack is a born 
grumbler and is never satisfied with 
what he has to eat he is allowed the 
munificent sum of 
cents a day with 
which to provide him.self with the lux 
uries of the season. 
Needless to say ho 
does not buy terrapm or canvasback 
duck. 


No day laborer lives so simply or .so 
economicallj as does Jack. 
In many 
cases prison fare is luxurious to his. lu 
theory his daily food is regulated by 
act of congress—that is, the regular ra- 
tion which is served on everj' American 
war.ship is the one prescribed by the 
navy department. 
Reduced to common 
language the American 
man-of-war's 
man gets pork and beans for breakfast, 
dinner and supper on Tuesday and Sat- 
urday, canned meat and duff on Monday, 
vegetables and rico instead of duff on 
Wednesday, salt beef and apple dump- 
lings on Tljursdaj', canned meat and 
tomatoes on Friday and canned meat 
and vegetables on Sunday. 


Hard tack is the invariable atcom- 
paniment of each meal and is eaten dry, 
except on Wedne.sday, Friday and Sat- 
urday, when Jack gets two-tliirds of an 
ounce of butter for each meal. 
His te: 
or coffee goes without milk, and for 
delicacies he has a little vinegar to spill 
over his pork and beans, and he may 
ask his messmates to pass him "them 
molasses" to lubricate the passage of 
the flinty sea biscuit or to sweeten his 
pasty dutf. 


Modify this by substituting 
roast 
meat for canned when in port and such 
delectables as Tj.j cents a day will pur- 
cha.se, and you have a pretty correct no- 
tion of what Jack Tar actually eats. 


What will most impre.ss the lands- 
man about Jack's bill of fare is tho lack 
of variety, the unending monotonj' of a 
round of i;ork and beans, salt beef and

canned meats. There is, too, the aggra- 
vating comparison of his table with that 
of the ollicers' mess, on which the best 
of everything appear.s. 


By 8 o'clock Jack has not only finish- 
ed breakfast, but done several 
other 
chores, and is ready for the inipres.sive 
exercises which occur at exactly that 
hour on every warship the world over. 
These ccnsist of dressing .ship and sa- 
luting the colors. It is at 8 o'clock that 
the officers make their first appearance. 


In the days of sailing ships dressing 
the ship included manning tho yards, 
which called for agility and sureness of 
foot. If any other M arship was in sight, 
there was always a race as to which 
crew could execute the evolution quick- 
est. 
On the new iron ships the njost 
lofty points to be manned are the fight- 
ing tops, but there is still much rivalry 
as to which crew can spring into posi- 
tion along the rail in the shortest time 
and with the greatest precision. 


During the forenoon come drills cf 
various sorts. The officer of the day has 
charge of the drills, and he it is who 
indicates wheU^er it shall be the setting 
up drill, the gun drill, the fire drill or 
any one ot a dozen others. 
Only v. hen 
the ship is at sea in stormy wcathc*' are 
these drills omitted, and so in time tho 
hundreds of sailors are able to execute 
the most intricate evolutions with clock- 
like precision. The secret of this is that 
each man has a certain set of duties to 
learn, and when each one has mastered 
his own list the whole crew works as 
one big machine. 
Some of the drills 
Jack dislikes, while others ho regards 
merely as pastimes. 


During the afternoon he generally 
has two or three hours of leisure, and 
this spare time often dtags heavily on 
his hands, but by long experience he 
learns how to do nothing with calm, 
serene satisfaction. 
He plays checker.s, 
mends his clothes, 
smokes his pipe, 
reads books from the ship's library, 
practices in the ship's gymnasium or in- 
dulges in day dreams concerning the ap- 
proaching day when ho will be given 
shore leave and makes up a startling 
programme as to what he will do with 
his liberty when it comes. 


In fact, there are few allurements 
about the life, and perhaps that is why 
the navy department finds that it is only 
when war threatens that there are plen- 
ty of men who want to fight Uncle 
Sam's battles on the sea.

SometAlns: About M. Doumic, Foremost 
Literary Critic of France. 


With Le Qalliecne, 
leader of the 
English decadents, and Rene Doumic, 
the foremost of French literary critics, 
both lecturing to us at the same time, 
we ought to learn something 
about 
what literature really and tnily is. Le 
Gallienne may be a passing fad, but M. 
Doumic is a literary gun of the biggest 
caliber. 
He is literary editor of La 
Bevue des Deux Mondes and is now 
here on the invitation of the Cercle 
Français of Harvard university. 


M. Doumic has had from the beginning 
of his not unromantic career an ivlmost

uninterruptfMl record of success in his 
chosen profo.ssiou. Born in Paris March 
7, 18(J0, he was educated at the Lycee 
Condorcet, graduating 
with 
numerous 
prizes in the general competition, among 
which was that of rhetoric. 


Continuin.fr hi.s studies, he entered the 
Superior Normal school in 1879 and was 
graduated in lS8r3 with the first prize in 
the examination for tho literary fellow- 
ship. His prnficiency was promptly rec- 
ognized in his appointment as professor 
of rhetoric at tho Stanislaus college in 
]88;j, a post wliich he has retained since 
that tiniii. 


His ability in literary work has re- 
sulted in several published works that 
are remarkable for a man comparative- 
ly so young 
From 1888 to 1894 ho was 
dramatic critic of Le Moniteur Uni- 
versel. 
Since 1894 he has been the lit- 
erary critic of La Revue des Deux 
Mondes. 
He has been also a frequent 
contributor to La Française, Le Cor- 
respondent, Le tjaulois, Lu Revue Bleu 
and Le Journal des Débats. 
His pub- 
lished works, d'.'aling with a great vari- 
ety of literary topics, comprise eight or 
ten volumes. 
These include a series of 
"Studies In French Literature," " P o r - 
traits oi Authors, " " W r i t e r s of Today" 
and " T h o Younger Writers From Scute 
to Ib.sen, " all of which are published by 
Perrin. 


M. Doumic has been called to deliver 
frequent lectures in Paris, Lyons, Bor- 
deaux, Caen, 
Geneva, 
Brussels and 
Amsterdam. In recognition of his serv- 
ices to literature ho was decorated with 
tho cross of tho Legion of Honor on 
July 14, IbUÔ.

A JOHNNYCAKE CAMPAIGN. 


t^orn Growers Organize the 
Americaa 
Slaize Propssanda. 


There are 7,000,000 corn growers in 
the United States. In Europe there are 
37,000,000 people who might be per- 
suaded to become corn consumers. These 
facts were brought out at a recent con- 
vention in Chicago, where the 7,000,000 
corn raisers were represented by some 
200 delegates who had gathered for the 
purpose of adopting such 
persuasive 
methods as might bring about the de- 
sired end. 
The principal action taken 
was to organize under the name of the 
American Maize propaganda. 


Colonel Clark E. Carr, former min- 
ister to Denmark, who was elected pres- 
ident, made a speech in which he told 
how much better johnnycakes 
would 
be for the poorer people of Europe than 
their present diet of soggy black rye 
bread and beer—if they only knew it. 


Incidentally it is proposed to educate 
Americans up to a higher appreciation 
of corn flour, and for this purpose a corn 
exhibit, showing what can be done with 
the fruit of the cob, was opened. One 
of the attractions was Mrs. Auman of 
Decatur, who is known as "the light-

ning biscuit maker." 
She is said to 
hold tho record and turns out 5,000 
fresh, crisp bi.scuits a day whefi the 
stove is working satisfactorily. 


In completing tho organization there 
were cho.seu a national executive com- 
mittee, consisting of a member from 
each state; statu 
commissions, having 
charge of tho corn canipaign in their 
respective states, and district as.socia- 
tions will be formed where expedient in 
order to accommodate 
local require- 
ments and to be the voice for public 
sentiment. 
Allied industries, as boards 
of trade, commercial bodie.s, manufac- 
turers of corn implements, corn foods 
and other products of corn, dairy and 
poultry associations and live stock so- 
cieties aro' to be affiliated with the 
movement by representation in the state 
organizations.

The Rev. Dr. Arthur Cushman Mc- 
Giffert, whoso threatened trial for here- 
.sy promises to be as sensational as that 
of Dr. Brigg.=, is Washburn profe.ssor of 
church history in the Union Theological 
.seminary and a member of tho New 
York presbytery. 
Although not much 
more than 40 years old, he is recogniz- 
ed as the ablest authority in the Pres- 
byterian church in his ;<:)ecial field. He 
•was graduated at Adelbert ^rollege and 
went soon after to Lane seminary at 
Cincinnati, from which the Rev. Henry 
Preserved Smith was ejected for heresy. 
When there, he wrote a book which at- 
tracted attention to its author and ob- 
tained for him a call to Union seminary 
in 1893. 
He is an intimate friend of 
Dr. Briggs. 


Dr. McGiffert has dene exactly what 
his enemies might have wished him to 
do. 
Ho has written a book. It is from 
this book that the heresy hunters draw 
their ammunition. " A History of Chris- 
tianity In tho Apostolic Age" is the 
title of the volume, and since its ap- 
pearance members of the New York 
presbytery have received letters from 
all parts of the country urging that Dr. 
McGiffert be tried for heresy.

have been some on one and some on the 
ofher side of the famous Briggs and

The author is Mr. Hubert Howe Ban- 
croft of San Francisco. The inspiration 
that led him tt) undertake the work was 
found in the World's Columbian e.\x)o- 
sition while he was preparing 
matter 
for his siibseijuently xjublished "Bijok 
of the F a i r , " itself a prodigious ven- 
ture. 


In .Tackson park during the exposi- 
tion period there was gathei'ed much 
that represented the wealtii and civiliza- 
tion of all land.s. 
The immense wealth 
of the world, as evidenced hy tho few 
"samples," impressed Mr. Bancroft so 
deeply that tho suggestion came to him 
to gather from tho four corners of tho 
earth and place in one grand volume all 
that! represented the Vv'ealth of tho na- 
tions. 


Tho commissioners general of foreign 
countries were in (.'hieago then. 
They 
promised their aid in gathering mate- 
rial for text and illustration. Tho work 
was begun then in earnest.

The first section may be taken as a 
type.

Next comes the text, in 
large, clear type on heavy calendered 
paper, profusely illustrated. 
The dawn 
of civilization is first told. 
Then comes 
a consecutive history of the nations of 
remote antiquity as far as it is known. 


The American millionaires are treat- 
ed in the last three sections, but while 
this unique literary effort is called "The 
Book of Wealth" the author insists that 
it is not intended exclusively for rich 
persons nor as a glorification of them. 
Its purpose is to show what has been 
done for the world by men and women 
who have uecd their riches of mind and 
purse for the advancement of the peo- 
ples of the earth.

Revolution, is the widow of the late 
secretary of the treasury. 
Her election

outlook was most warlike. 


It has been customary to give the 
leadership of the society to some mem- 
ber of the presidential family, but when 
Mrs. Hobart declined to become a daugh- 
ter those who are opposed to what they 
call "the White House crowd" made a 
gallant struggle for the place.

8«ndy Hook and lU Defenses—Queer I.ook« 
ing Sand Mounds Which Mask the Most 
Powerful Gnus In the'World—îîo Chance

It Is a popular tradition that New York 
barber could easily be entered by a hostiln 
fleet and the city laid in ruins by the big 
guns of the enemy's warships, 
^\e have 
heard this so often that we have come to 
accept it as a fact, but really it is not so. 


To the untrained civilian eye, it is true, 
the water api)roaches to New York appear 
to bo singularly lacking in protection. 
There are two water gates to tho metropo- 
lis—ono by way of Long Island sound 
and tlio other leading directly from tho 
ocean in past Sandy Hook to tho Narrows, 
which is a sort of inner door to tho upper 
harbor. 
"The sound entrance, we have 
learned, has been sown so thickly with tor- 
pedoes that it could bo made far too dan- 
gerous for any hostile fleet to try to forco 
a passage. 
lîesides, big warships would 
scarcely ventuie into a trap which might 
be closed at both ends—a tr.np in which 
there would not be enough seaway for na- 
val evolutions. 


But .Sandy Hook, that lean arm of sand 
which stretches out toward Europe, shows 
few evidences of power defensive or offen- 
sive. 
But it is there. 
On tho end of that 
arm is a mailed list capable of striking a 
tremendous blow. 


In a general way, tho popular idea of 
an impregnable fortress is Gibraltar. Com- 
pared with this ujighty rock Sandy Hook 
at first siglit certainly seem.-i pitiably small 
and weak. 
As a matter of fact, liowever. 
nature has so suri-ounded ic with traps and 
shoals for great ships and with 
bulwarks 
against attack by land that .Sandy ilook 
has, hidden from all except technically 
educated j-yes, safeguards that make it 
theoretically and practically an almost in- 
vincible phico.

WHAT AWAITS A IIO-STILK I-ANDIXG PARTY 


AT SANDY HOOK, 
inch mortars and tho other hiding tho two 
huge gun lifts with two 12 inch steel guns, 
aro niaiikfd to view frcjn tho sea bccan.se, 
except at near approach, their general col- 
or antl shapo niergo into the vaguo shapc.s 
of tlio sand dunes. 
Thus tin y aro a far 
less discernible miU'k from tho sea than n 
sliip i.s from tho land. 


But even if a hostile fleet knew their lo- 
cation to tlic inch tho work of keeping 
landmarks in line would tax the talent of 
tho best 7iien in tho world because every 
foot of drift, every turn of the propeiler, 
would carry a Shiji out of tho anglo of 
sight and new landmarks would have to 
bo picked uj) to locate the batteries. The 
men who control tho two big land bat- 
terie.s can jjin a moving ship or fleet so se- 
curely between converging lines wit»h their 
range finders that, no matter how fast or 
slowly tho vessels may steam, they can 
mark out their exact location to tho im h 
on tho great plotted charts which are in 
every fortress and at every firing phice. 


Now there con:es another 
advantage 
which the land battery has—it can throw 
heavier metal with moro po^vdeP behind 
it. 
A disadvantage which tho attacking 
ship has is tliatof sharp limit to the range 
of elevation to guns. 
This enables a fort 
to open fire on a ship long before tlio ship 
can open firo on tho fort. 


Another element of safety for a land 
battery liko that of tho great sixteen 12 
inch mortar battery at Sandy Hook is 
that, while every shot that hits tho ship 
does moro or less damage, only those shots 
from tho ship which fall directly into the 
pij^i can damage the battery. 
A 
fleet 
might bombard tho 35 foot mortar mound 
nil day, and its shells would bury them- 
selves in tho great mass of sand, steel and 
concrete without even annoying tho men 
at tho batteries. 
Tho samo thing Jipplies 
to the disappesiring gun battery, which 
has two 12 inch steel rifles. 
These rifles ' 
are visible for less than a minute. The 
instant they have fired their shots their 
recoil makes them disappear automatical- 
ly under tho shellproof mound which hides 
them absolutely. 


But suppose tho ships could stand the 
firo of tho great guns and get near enough 
to send a landing party to make a direct 
attack on tho forts and hazard a rush to 
take the works. 
Tho invaders would find 
trouble before them. From tho great works 
to tho water's edge tho beaches havo been 
combed clean. 
There is not a bit of cover 
loft for an invading 
forco. 
First they 
would find a milo of loose sand, through 
which they would havo to flounder. 


1'hey would bo exposed every inch of tho 
way to merciless tire from machine guns 
planted between tho beach and the works, 
on the walls of tho works and on the tops 
of tho mounds. 
Farther up the Hook from 
the extreme jioint long «ange rapid firing 
guns would tear them to pieces. 


Even if they could reach tho gun mounds 
a groat 30 foot wall of masonry would 
have to bo climbed. 
Inside of that wall, 
between it and the sharply sloping mound 
of tho battery proper, is a flooded trench. 
In every angle of that wall there are hid- 
den, in casemates that are absolutely im- 
pregnable, rapid firing guns. 


No; so long as wo hold Sandy Hook we 
hold tho key to New York harbor, and 
Gibraltar itself is not moro impregnable 
than Uncle Sam's sandy fortress on this 
strip of .Tei-sey beach.

William, earl 
of Ulster, whomO'Haulon denominated 
"the black De Bourgho," was at the 
period of which we write the principal 
enemy with whom tho northern IrisJi 
chieftains had to contend. 
The failure 
of the expedition of Edward 
Bruce, 
brother of King Robert of Scotland, had 
left a large portion of Antrim debatable

Seated at the head of 
the (.lil ( ale t.ii)le. with his casque and 
corsv li r laid aside and stout blade lean- 
ing against the wainscot, he sent round 
the usquebaugli and i-:ack with an air of 
hospitality that would not have dis- 
graced a descendant of Milesius. 


The harper had not been 
allov/ed 
much cessation from his labors, and his 
extemporaneous ballads had been recited 
both in praise of the Norman and the 
Irish nobles.

WANTS A PARDON. 


Mar\iu Ivuhus Dechiocs He is 


Iiiuucent. 


Did Nut Kill Cmii|iau-Prnnk Mlillnc In. 


tcl-vicp«'« th« Hoosirr Ile^pcHuiii in 


the Ohio I'rUon. 


CUI.CMHI'S, Ohio, March 11. 


••I am innocent of the murder of 


William Campau, and I expect that 
the board of managers, who shall 
Boon review my case, will grant me 
a pardon." 


These were the words of Marvin 


Kuans, the noted desperado, whose 
desperate battle with Officers John 
Kennelly and Tom Wilkinson, at 
Churubusco, several miles from Fort 
Wayne, at the time of his capture, 
your readers remember so well. 


They were spoken to me as I 


talked to the convicted murderer 
through barred windows at the 
Ohio penitentiary in this city, and 
as he gave utterance to them his 
countenance and his manner indi- 
cated that he believed what he was 
saying. 


As I looked at him in his prison 


confinement, I could hardly realize 
that it was over seven years ago that 
the papers teemed with the stories 
of his deeds and his battles with 
the office™, is that he was the same 
Marvin Kuhns to whom 1 had 
talked in the jail at Fort Wayne on 
the morning after his arrest, and at 
Tiffin, Ohio, a few months after- 
•ward, during his trial in the court 
of common pleas of that county, for 
he has changed greatly in his per- 
sonal appearance, and is no longer 
the tough desperado that he looked 
to be then. 


His seven years of prison life, 


with the regular habits and work 
which it imposes, has taken the 
rough lines out of his face, reduced 
his weight from 185 to 150 pounds 
of solid flesh, and now, at thirty- 
one years of age, he is really a hand- 
some and refined looking fellow, en- 
joying the best of health and suffer- 
ing hardly any from the three 
severe bullet -wounds which the 
officers inflicted on him at the time 
of his capture. 


He had been arrested, your read- 


ers will recall, for the murder of 
William Campau, a horse dealer, 
whose body was found near the rail- 
road tracks at Fostoria, Ohio. He 
had testified at the coroner's inquest 
held a day after the murder and 
then suddenly disappeared. 
Sus- 


picion pointed toward him as the 
slayer of Campau and officers were 
immediately put in search of him. 
It -was learned shortly afterward 
that he was headed towards his old 
home in Noble county, Ind., and the 
sheriff at Fort Wayno was notified 
to be on the lookout tor him. One 
Saturday night the news came to 
Sheriff Viberg, of your city, that 
Kuhns was at Chnrnbusco. Police- 
man Konnelly and Deputy Sheriff 
Wilkinson were sent to that towu. 
They found Kuhns, armed to the 
teeth, and with a companion, on the 
streets of Churnbnsco, and at onoe a 
desperate battle ensued, in which 
Officer Kennelly was shot and three 
bullets put into the body of Kuhus 
Seriously wounded as he was, Kuhns 
escaped but was caught a few hours 
afterward by Sheriff Viberg in a 
farm house a few miles away, when?

Kuhns before that time had led a 


checkered career. He was a horse 
dealer and a hone thief, and time 


again had etmded arrest and 


ven escaped from the oftcers after 


hud been aiwttd. On one oc- 


casion Detective Mahony, of this 
city, 
arrested 
Knhns and his 


younger brother, John, in a small 
town near Columbus, had hand- 
cuffed them and was conveying 
them in a bugjy to a jail here. 
Marvin suddenly struck his captor 
with his handcuffed fists, knocked 
him senseless, coolly unlocked his 
irons aud escaped. 
Many other 


daring deeds are told about him, 
but I will not weary your readers 
with their telling as most of them 
are familiar with, Kuhn's criminal 


I career. He was a desperate man 
| and had the courage and endurance 
of a lion, as his desperate battle 
with the officers near Fort Wayne 
gave evidence. 


But hi/ manner seems to have 


changed. He is TK> longer the des- 
perado of former roars. During his 
confinement behi ad the stone walls 
of the penitentia.-'y, I was told by 
the prison officials, he has been a 
model convict, and as a reward for 
his good behavior has been given the 
easy task of having charge of the 
bath rooms, his duties being to see 
that the prisoners conform to the 
"clean up'' rules of the prison. This, 
position he has held for tho hist five 
years. Before that time he worked 
in the chair department of the peni- 
tentiary. 


Knhns told me that he suffered 


but little from Ids bullet wounds 
now. 
He still lias two of the leaden 


balls in his body. The one in the 
breaSt. he said, does not pain him at 
all. He however, suffers some from 
the one -which -WHS lodged just bo- 
low the ribs. 
The bullet which 


went into his thigh has been token 
out. 


When I introduced myself to him 


he remembered me and talked in » 
pleasant manner through the barred 
window for half an hour about his 
prison life, his hopes of a pardon 
and other topics. He inquired about 
Dr. 
Dinnen, 
who 
dressed 


wounds, and Officers Kennelly and 
Wilkinson. 
He had heard that 


Kennelly had died a year or so ago, 
and expressed himself as being glad 
when I told him that tho ex-police 
man was alive aud in good health 
and residing in Fort, Wayne, where 
he is engaged in railroading. 


Kuhns does not talk or act as if ho 


was guilty of the crime for which 
he is now undergoing imprisonment. 
In fact he strongly maintains his 
innocence and contends that it was 
public sentiment at the time and an 
unfortunate chain of circumstantial 
evidence that led to his conviction. 
He says that his lawyer, Col. N. L. 
Brewer, of Tiffin, Ohio, has collected 
considerable new evidence showing 
his innocence and he expects the 
board of managers to give him a 
pardon. 


If released^he says, ho will lead a 


different and a better life and bend 
all his efforts towards earning an 
honest living. 
He has spent hi« 


best years behind prison walls and 
is now anxious to get out into the 
busy worlrt and win the success 
which would have been his had he 
bent his efforts and his talents in 
some legitimate calling instead of 
giving them to tho soul of a career 
which led him to the confinement 
which he is now enduring. He is a 
bright, intelligent, energetic, well 
meaning fellow and it may be, it re- 
leased, that he will do as he says- 
lead a life that will not get him into 
trouble again.

Life on board an American man-of- 


war is not an ideal existence. It may 
not be any worse than life on the fight- 
ing ships of any foreign nation, but it 
ia certainly no better. 
"We have spent 


many millioiis iu new ships and new 
gnus, we havo paid big bonuses for tbe 
addition of an extra quarter of a knot an 
hour on our croisers1 speed, aud wo 
have paid the highest prices for armor 
pinto simply because wo waututl the 
best, bnt onr bluejsckets are paid the 
same old starvation wages and fed iu 
tho eamo niggardly manner. 
Sailors 


complain that tbe inerchput service is 
tad enbngh nowadays, bnt they prefer 
it to the navy. The term of enlistment

endof'tbat period the best men refuse 
to«-«nlirt.

Ou a modern man- 
of-war these petty officers are paid $30 
a mouth, while the painter's und car- 
penter's mates get $40.
